1. Scope — Covers the tolerances relating to metal cutting bandsaw blades.

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3. Tolerances on Bandsaw Blades 

3.1 Tooth Set Tolerances — The overall set is left to the manufacturer's discretion. The set at each 
side of the blade shall be equal and maintained within the limits of ±005 mm or ±0'10 mm overall. 

3.2 Flatness Tolerance — The blade shall be flat across the sectional profile exclusive of set, within 
the tolerances as specified beiow:

This standard Part II specifies the various tolerances as applicable to bandsaw blades. 

Different methods of indicating the size of teeth are used in different countries, such as 

specifying pitch of teeth in millimetres, number of teeth per 25 mm or number of teeth per inch or 

both. In this standard the pitch of teeth is given in millimetres and a tolerance is allowed on the 
same. 

This part is based on ISO 4875/11-1978 'Metal cutting band saw blades — Part II : Basic 
dimensions and tolerances' issued by Internationa! Organization for Standardization. 
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
